Ed Levy, a colored 
man living in Algiers, was shot in the left 
arm and a colored woman, named Fleming, 
was also fatally shot in the back, Jobn Rainy, 
superintendent of the Algiers and Gretna 
Horse railroad, was about two squares away 
with two cars waiting for the excursion. He 
stated that the panic caused by tle rapid dis- 
charge of firearms was dreadful. He did not 
know what caused the trouble, but cars on 
their way down to Algiers were fired into.

STORY OF A MISER. 


He and His Family Dying of Hunger and 
Disease With Money in the House. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., September 1.— Three 
years ago a family of French-Canadians came 
here fsom Montreal and took up their residence 
in a shanty on Common street. The family 
consisted of Julian Rioux, his wife. and ten 
children, the eldest a girl of eighteen and the 
youngest @ babe in-arms. The father seemed 
to have butlittie todo and the whole party 
seerned to keep perpetually indoors. No at- 
tention was paid to them, however, until the 
past week, when people living in the vicinity 
began to complain of the terrible odor which 
seemed tO come from the Frenchman’s tumble 
down house, 

x A HORRIBLE SIGHT, 

Yesterday the police nctified the health de- 
partment, who sent Agent Bailey to investi- 
gate. He proceeded to the house with several 
oliicers, and knocked several times for admuis- 
sion, but'gétting no answer decided to force in 
the flimsey door, which they did. As the 
door went in such a horrible stench swept out 
that, half suffocated, the officers rushed back 
to get air. After recovering their breath they 
made asecond attempt. and then a terrible 
sight met their eyes. The rooms were bare of 
ali furniture save a broken down stove, two 
ricketty Chairs, a dismantled table and a big 
bunk of straw. Lying around the floor upon 
the straw was the entire family, all euffering 
from typhoid fever and too weak from illness 
and hunger to move. They had heard the 
knocking at the door, but were too weak to 
call out or stir. 

FEVER AND HUNGE 

All had severe attacks of the fever, and, 
lying on ‘the damp floor, amid the mass of 
fiithy refuse of all kinds, the whole family 
would have been dead inside of twenty-four 
hours. Disinfectants were at once sent for, 
and after sufticiently famigating the place the 
poor wretches were taken tothe hospital. The 
man cried bitterly when removed and acted so 
strangely that the police thought he was in- 
sane, until his wife explained that he wasa 
miser by nature and was supposed to have a 
large sum of money hid away somewhere. She 
told a pitifal tale of how she had been starved 
and abused by Rioux, who gave her a terrible 
beating not long since because she asked him 
for five cents to buy some bread. For three 
days 00 one had a mouthful to eat, and for the 
past forty eight hours they had been to ill to 
stir. 

FINDING THE TREASURE. 

The police ransacked the house, and today 
came across an old trunk, which, when opened, 
was found to contain over £2,000 in bank notes 
and gold,} This was put into a big bag and 
taken before the old nian, who, when he saw 
his treasures in a stranger’s hands, shrieked 
out: “My money! O, my money! Give it 
tome. Giveittome.”’ A sufficient sum was 
taken from him to defray his family’s expense 
and» the balance returned to him. 
This seemed to break his heart, and 
he appeared to grow suddenly old and suffered 
a reiapse, Which at present threatens his life. 
The money fuu*d consisted mainly of Canadian 
hnoies, showing that he had hoaded this pile 
ever since he’cameto the United States. The 
family have rapidly improved, and the eldest 
girl is able to be about, but the father is sink- 
ing rapidly. Sympathetic citizens have offered 
employment and homes for the children, but 
noue of them have accepted as yet.

| PREHISTORIC MOUNDS. 


EVIDENCES OF aNCIENT CIVILIZA- 
TION UNEARTHED IN NEW YORK. 


AN EXPLORER’S RICH DISCOVERIES 


John Wentworth Sanburn Uncovers the 
Mound Builders’ Works and Finds 


Relics of an Ancient Race. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

LoOcKPORT, August 30.—The well-known 
Indian stadent, John Wentworth Sanborn, 
has completed the accounts of his explorations 
this past summer, and very kindly allowed 
your correspondent the privilege of perusing 
his notes in advance of his prepared article, 
which is to be read before the British histori- 
cal society. His explorations this summer in 
mounds throughout New York state and parts 
of Canada have been most prolific and gratify- 
ing in their results. He discovered unmis- 
takable evidences of the mound builders in 
one place, which havegiven rise to much dis- 
cussion among students. These latter explo 
rations were made at Lawrenceville, Pa., on 
the farmr of J. S. Rusling. 

It is a remarkable fact that not far from the 
base of a large mound there are, evidences of 
an ancient civilization in the form of a stone 
waterway, built for the purpose of conducting 
water from springs on the hillside. This water- 
way is some eight feet underground, and is 
built of selected tlagstones, with bottom, sides 
and top solid and complete. Sewer pipes also 
extend into the valley below from the site of 
the village. These latter were made of clay, 
rough but answering tho purpose. Beside 
these traces of stono implements, pipes and 
arrowheads were there unearthed. 

EVIDENCES OF A PREHISTORIC RACER. 

This permanent settlement did not belong 
tothe American Indians. They had never 
been known to coustruct stone waterways or 
make clay sewer pipes. ‘The stone implements, 
pines and arrow-heads are of Indian origin, 
and were evidently used after these other 
prior habitues of the country were extinct. 
Mr. Sanborn thinks that the mound-builders 
ages ago reared these artificial mounds and 
constructed these fine waterways and laid the 
sewer pipes, and that their haunts afterwards 
became those of the Indians. 

Speaking on the subject H. H. Bancroft, 
the historian. in his great work on ‘'The Na- 
tive Races of the Pacific States,’’ says of the 
samé class of circumstances set forth by Mr. 
Sanborn here: ‘These discoveries go far to 
prove thatallthe New York works, if not 
built by the Indians, were at least occupied by 
them after their abandonment by tue mound- 
buiiders, from some of whose works they do 
not differ munch, except in dimensions and 
regularity of form.’’ 

In this same mound, which he visited on 
May 28, 1859, and which rises like a sentinel 
in the famous valley of Tioga, measuring fully 
140 feet in height from the vallev side, Mr. 
Sanborn found many traces. of the Indian 
Which have never before been disturbed. The 
soil has been scraped away from the top dur- 
ing the last few years, leaving a flat surface 
150 feet one way and 190 feet the other. This 
mound isof greatantiquity. The soil is very 
light and mellow—so much so that a spade 
stuck in the top and worked about will soon 
bury itself. Mr Sanborn did not find time to 
explore the mound thoroughly, but he hopes 
to do so this fall, when he is contident that a 
ereat many interesting ciscoveries will be 
made. 

SIGNAL TOWERS IN TIOGA VALLEY. 

There are a number of smaller mounds near 
this one, from which many curious relics have 
been taken. The mounds fringing the valley 
of the Tioga, Mr. Sanborn thinks, have been 
used not only as burial places, but-as heacon 
towers. Asa proofof this large quantities of 
ashes are found a short distance below the 
surface. No doubt signals were given up and 
down the valley by means of the tires, or they 
may have been burned over the dead. 

On June 1, Mr. Sanborn visited Waterport 
and examined a mound on the farm of H. Bal- 
lon. The mound was feund to be regular in 
form, but not conical in shape. It resembles a 
hole in the ground surrounded by a thick ride. 
From north to south this extends thirty feet 
aud frem enst to west twenty-four feet, with a 
height of four fect. It lies back a few feet 
from the almost perpendicular banks of Oak 
Orchard creek and a mile and a haif from Lake 
Ontario. This mound was an _ Indian 
fortilication and guarded the ap- 
proaches to the encampments along 
the stream. Large guantities of arrow 
heads have been ploughed upon the brow of 
the hill opposite the fort. Mr. Sanborn dug 
into the mound extensively, but found noth- 
ing of interest except charcoal in large quanti- 
ties. About 100 yards back is another mound 
of sepulture which has never been disturbed, 
and judging from its size it was the village 
burial ground. As to the age of the fortifica- 
tion mound, Mr. Sanborn thinks itis very{an- 
tique. Proof thatit has existed longer than 
the whites have been in this country is found 
in the fact that oak, from six to eight inches 
in diameter, stand on the ridge of the mound. 

SKELETONS OF ENORMOUS SIZE. 

The ridge of hills from Geneva, N.Y., to 
Lima, N. Y., seems to have been the favorite 
resort of the Indians from earliest times, for 
this ridge has generously responded to the 
spade and pickaxe of the explorer, yielding 
rich returns in skulls, tomahawks, beads, clay 
pipes and other relics. Mr. Sanborn heard 
thatin 1887 an old gentleman residing some 
fifteen miles south of Canandaigua, in digging 
under his barn, which has stood on posts for 
sixty years, found some strange bones of enor- 
mous size belonging to human beings. The 
explorer obtained permission to examine the 
graves, Which were ten in number. 

Heremored one skeleton of a woman, com- 
plote, except a few fingers and rib bones. An- 
other skeleton was very nearly complete. The 
remainder of the bones found crumbled into 
dust when exposed to the air. These bodies 
were all in the sitting posture facing the east 
and southeast with one exception, and that 
one was facing the northwest. Mr. Sanborn 
sent the best skeleton and other fragments to 
Professor Macalister, of the anatomolagical 
department of Cambridge university, in Eng- 
land, for the museum of that institution. Mr. 
Sanborn fixes the latest possible date of burial 
150 years ago, and doubts not that they may 
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| tons; a curious stcne trinket rudely carved 
to represent a dog’s face; a skimming stone 
elegantly polished, 25 inches by 1} inches; two 
more dressing stones, smooth and perfect, 
probably used for dressing skins; a stone plat- 
ter nines inches in diameter.

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WILL KEEP UP THE STRIKE 
Unfil Their Demands are Conceded—A Masa 
Meeting In Hyde Park, 

Lox on, September 1.—2,000 coal heavers 
and bargemen employed by Parker Lambert 
have joined the strikers. The. council of the 
strikers held a meeting last evening, and after 
@® long discussion decided to continue the 
strike. A monster meeting of strikers was 
held in Hyde park this afternoon. Burns, the 
socialist agitator, and other labor leaders, made 
speeches. Resolutions declaring that the men 
would continue the strike until their demands 
were fully conceded, were tnanimously 
adopted. The immense crowd dispersed in an 
orderly manner. 

The Economist predicts a disastrous result 
for the strikers if they obtain a sixpence rate 
with a four hour minimum. It says: 

‘The number of men seeking work at the docks 
will largely increase. The companies wii! employ 
more permanent workmen and avail themseives of 
fewer Casual employes. Only a few will be tene- 
fitted, The lot of the many will be harder than 
ever. The law of the survival of the fittest wil! be 
exemplified by the strike, the wide reaching conse- 
bec o of which will be unprecedented in Lon- 
don's lhistory,’’ 

A COLLECTION TAKEN. 

It is estimated that 150,000 persons took part 
in the demonstration at Hyde park. During 
the progress of the meeting Burns and others 
passed through the crowd and took upa col- 
lection for the benefit of the strikers. Money 
was received in hats and open parasols, and @ 
large sum was obtained. An American gen- 
tleman who was present gave a handsome doe 
nation. 

Five thousane railway men held a meeting 
at Darlington and decided to strike unless 
shorter hours of labor were granted. 

Cardinal Manning sent a messenger to Hyde 
park to request Burnsto visit him. In com- 
pliance with this invitation Burns called upon 
the cardinal after the meeting, when his emi- 
nenece expressed admiration at the excellent 
order maintained and congratulated Burns 
upon the general good behavior of the strikers. 

Mass neetings of dockmen and others were 
held also at Southwark at which the strikers 
voted to form a separate commiitee for south 
Loudon in order to have a better voice in the 
conduct of the strike. Mr. Quelich, as leader of 
the Social Democratic federation, denounced 
the manifesto caliing for a general strike. But 
for that he believed the dock directors would 
have vielded to the strikers’ demand. The 
riot insurance rate is advancing.

24th, 1889, ina mound on Boughton hill in 
Victor, N. Y., where Dunonville led the 
French against the Indians 250 years ago.

Sanborn found fragments of parched corn in 
the upper part of the mound, which shows it 
was used not only fora burial place, but as a 
store house for grain.

The hill is now owned by W. B. Moore, and 
over 150 beads were taken out, many of which 
are genuine sheil wampum beads. 

SOME CURIOUS RELICS. 

Some of the more important relics taken out 
by Mr. Sanborn are: A dressing stone, 4} 
inches long by 7 inches wide; a bone comb, 4 
inches long by 14 wide; the teeth being very 
coarse and 14 inches long and placed on the 
end of a flat boue: a fine, curiously carved pipe 
and many fragments of others, one pipe being

TALMAGE. AT OMAHA. 


THOU ART WEIGHED IN THE BAL- 
ANCE AND ART FOUND WANTING. 


Dr. Talmage Préached to an Immense Con- 
gregation Yesterday onthe Well Known 
Text From Daniel v., 27. j 

Omaua, Neb., September 1.—[Special.]— 

Great interest was manifested here today, the 

Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preaching to 

an immense congregation. His text. was: 

“Thou art weighed inthe balances, and art 

found wanting.’’—Daniel y,27. The preacher 

said: 


* Babylon was the paradise of architecture, 


and driven out from thence the grandest 
buildings of modern times aré only the evi- 
dence of her fall. Thecite having been se- 
lected for the city, two million men were 
employed in the rearing of her walls and the 
building of her works. It was a city sixty 
milesin circumference. There wasa trench 
all around the city, from which the material 
for the building of the city had been digged. 

There were twenty-five gates on each side 
the city; between every two gates a tower of 
defense springing into the, skies; from each 
gate on he one side, astreet running straight 
through to the corresponding street on the 
other side, so that there were fifty streets 
fifteen miles long. Through the city rana 
branch of the river Euphrates. This river 
sometimes overflowed its banks,and to keep it 
from the ruin of the citya lake was_ con- 
structed into which the surplus waterof the 
river would run during the time of freshets, 
and the water was kept in this artificial lake 
until time of drouth, and then this water 
would stream down over the city. At either 
endof the bridge spanning this Euphrates 
there was a valace—the one palace a mile and 
a half around, the other palace seyen anda 
half miles around. 

The wife of Nebuchadnezzar had been born

On the top of these arches a layer 
of fiat stones,on the top of that a layer of 
reeds and bituimen,on the top of that two layers 
of bricks closely cemented, on the top of that 
a heavy sheet of lead, and on the top of that 
the or placed—the soil so. deep that a Leba- 
non cedar had room to anchor its roots, ‘There 
were pumps worked by mighty machinery 
fetching up the water from the Euphrates to 
this hanging garden, as it was Called, so that 
there were fountains spouting into the sky. 

Standing below and locking up it must have 
seemed as if the clouds were in blossom, or as 
though the sky leaned on the shoulder of a 
cedar. All this Nebuchadnezzar did to please 
his wife. Well, she ought to have been 
pleased. I- suppose she was pleased. If 
that would not please her nothing would. 
There was in that city alsothe temple of Belus, 
with towers—one tower the eighth of a mile 
high, in which there was an observatory where 
astronomers talked to the stars. There was 1n 
that temple ai image, just one image, which 
would cost what would be our fifty-two million 
dollars. 

O what a city! Theearth never saw any- 
thing like it, never will see anything Jike it. 
And yvetI have totell you thatit is going to 
be destroyed. The king and his princes are at 
a feast. They are all intoxicatod. Pourout 
the rich wine into the chalices. Drink to the 
health of the king. Drink tothe glery of 
Babylon. Drink toa great future. 

A thousand lords reel intoxicated. The 
king, seated upon achair, with vacant look, 
as iiutexicated men will—with vacant look 
stared at the wall. But soon that vacant 
look takes on intensity, and it is an affrighted 
look; and ali the princes ‘begin to look aud 
wonder Whatis the matter, and they look at 
the same poinionu the wall. And then there 
drops adarkness into the room and puts out 
the blaze of the goldeu piate, and out of the 
sleeve of the darkuess there comes a finger—a 
finger of fiery terror circling around and cir- 
cling aroundas thoughit would write; and 
then it comes up and with sharp tip of flame it 
inseribes on the plastering of the. wail the 
doom of the king: ‘*‘Weighed in the balances 
and found wanting.”” ‘he bang of heavy fisis 
against the gates of the palace are fol 
lowed by the breaking inof thedoors. A 
thousand gleaming Knives strike into a thous- 
and quivering hearts. Now Death is King, 
and is he seated on a throne of corpses. In 
that hall there is a balance lifted. God 
swung it. On ocneside of the balance are put 
Belshazzar’s opportunities, on the other side 
of the balance are put Belshazzar’s sins. Lhe 
sins come down. His opportunities go up. 
Weighed in the balances—found wanting. 

There has been a great deal of cheating in 
our country with false weights and measures 
and valances, and the government, to change 
that state of things, appointed commissioners 
whose business it was to stamp weights and 
measures and balances, and a great deal of the 
wrong has been corrected. But still, after all, 
there is no such thing as a perfect balance on 
earth. The chaim may break, or some of the 
instal may be clipped, or in some way the 
equipose may be a little disturbed. 

You cannot always depend upon earthly 
balances. A pound is not always a pound, 
and you may pay for one thing and get 
enother; but in tiie balance which is suspended 
to the throne of God, a pound is a pound, and 
right is right, and wrong is wrong, and asoul 
is a soul, and eternity is eternity. God has a 
perfect bushel and a perfect peck and a perfect 
galion. When merchants weigh their 

| goods in the wrong way, then 
the Lord weighs the goods agaiwv. If 
from the imperfect measure the merchant 
pours out what pretends to be a gallon of oil 
and there is less than a galion, God knows it, 
and he calls upon his recording angel to mark 
it: “So much wanting in that measure of oil.’’ 
The farmer comes in from the country. He 
has apples tosell. He has an imperfect meas- 
ure. He pours out the apples from this imper- 
fect measure. God recognizes it. He says to 
the recording angel: ‘‘Mark down so many 
apples too few—an imperfect measure.”” We 
may cheat ourselyes and we may cheat the 
world, but we cannot cheat God, and in the 
great day of judgment it will be found out that 
what we learned in boyhood at school is cor- 


rect: that twenty hundred weight make a ton, 
and one hundred and twenty solid feet nake a 
cord of wood. No more, no less, and a relig- 
which does not take hold of this life as 
as the lifa to come is no 
at ail. But, my friends that is 
| not the style of balances [am to speak of to- 
day, that is not the kind of weights and meas 
ures. I am tospeak of that kind of balances 
which can weigh principles, weigh churches, 
weigh men, weigh nations and weigh worlds. 
“What!” you say, ‘‘is it possible that our world 
is tobe weighed?’’ Yes. Why, you would 
think if God put on one side the balances sus- 
pended from the throne the Alps, and the Py 
renees, and the Himalayas, and Mount Wash- 
ington, and all the cities of the earth, they 
would crush it. No, no. The time will come 
when God will sit down on the white throne to 
see the world weighed, and on one side will be 
the world’s opportunities, and on the other 
| gide the world’s sins. 
' andaway wul go the opportunities, aud God 
| Will say to the messengers with the torch: 
“Burn that world! weighed and found want- 


ing!’’ 

Ro God will weigh churches. He takes a 
great church. That great church, according 
to the worldly estimate, must be weighed. He 
puts it on one side the balances, and the min- 
ister and the choir and the building that cost 
its hundreds of thousands of dollars. He puts 
them on one side the balances. On the other 
side of the scale he puts what the church 
ought to be, what its consecration ought to be, 
what its sympathy for the poor ought to be, 
what its devction to all good ought to be. 
That ison one side. That side comes down, 
and the church, not being able to stand the 
test, rises in the balances. It does not make 
apy difference about your magnificent ma- 
chinery. A church is built for one thing—to 
save souls. If itsayes a few souls when it 
might save a multitude of souls, God will 
spew it out of his mouth. Weighed and 
found wanting! So God estimates nations. 
How many times he has put the Span- 
ish monarchy into the scales, and found it in- 
sufficient and condemned it! The French em- 

ire was placedon one sidethe scales, and 

iod weighed the French empire, and Napo- 
leon said: ‘Have I not enlarged the boule— 
vards? Did I not kindle the glories of the 
Champs Elysses? Have I not adorned the 
Tuileries? Have I not built the gilded opera 
house?’, ThenGod weighed the nation, and 
he put on one side the scaies the emperor, and 
the boulevards, and the Tuileries, and the

and on the otherside he puts that man’s abomi- 
nations, that man’s libertinism, that man’s 
selfishn that man’s godless ambition. This 
last came down, and all! the brilliancy of the 
scene vanished. What ts that voice coming up 
from Sedan? Weighed and found wanting! 

But I must become more individual ahd 
more personal in my address. Some people 
say they do not think clergymen ought to be 
personal in their religious address, but they 
ought to deal with subjectsin the abstract. 
do not think that way. What would you 
think cf a hunter who should gotothe Adir- 
ondacks to shoot deer in the abstract? Ab! 
no; he loads the gun, he putsthe butt of it 
against the breast, be runs his eye along the 
barrel, he takes sure aim, and then crash g° 
the antlers on the rocks,and so if we want to 
hunters for the Lord, we must take sure aim, 
and fire. Not in the abstract are wo to treat 
things in religious discussions. If a physi- 
cian comes to the sick room, does he treat dis- 
ease in the abstract? No; he feels the pulse, 
takes the diagnosis, then he makes the pre- 
scription. Andif we want to heal souls for 
this life and the life to come, we do not want 
to treat them in the abstract. The fact is you 
and I have a malady which, if uncured by 
grace, will kill us forever. Now I want no 
abstraction. Whereis the balm? Where is 
the physician ? 

People say there isa day of judgment com- 
ing. Myfnends, every day isa day of judg- 
ment, and youand I today are being canvass- 
ed, inspected, weighed. Here are the bal- 
ances of the sanctuary. They are lifted, and 
we must all be weighed. Who will come and 
be weighed first? Here is a moralist who vol- 
unteers. Heisoneof the most upright men 
in the country. He comes. Well, my brother, 
get in—get in the balances now, and be weigh- 
ed. Butashe gets into the balances, I say: 
‘“Whatisthat bundle you have along with 
you?” “Oh,” he says, ‘‘that is my reputation 
for goodness, and kindness, snd charity, and 
generosity, and kindliness generally.’’ “O my 
brother! we cannot weigh that; we are going 
to weigh you—you. Now, stand in the scales 
—you, the moralist. Paid your debts?’’ 
‘*Yes,’’ you say, ‘‘paid all my debts,””’ “Ilave 
you acted in an upright way in the communi 
ty?” ‘Yes, yes.” ‘Have you been kind to 
the poor? Are you faithful in a thousand re- 
lations in life?’’ ‘*‘Yes.’’ “So far, so good. 
But now, before you get out of this scale, I 
want to ask you two orthreée questions. Have 
your thoughts always been right?” ‘‘No,” 
you say, ‘‘no.’’ Put down one mark. ‘‘Haye 
you loved the Lord with ail your heart, and 
soul, and mind, and strength?’ ‘No,’ you 
say. Make another mark. ‘Come now, be 
frank, and confess that in ten thousand 
things you have come short—have 
vou matT’” ‘“Yos,”" Make ten thou- 
aud marks. Come now, get mea book large 
enough to make the record of that moralist’s 
defivits. My brother, stand iu the scales, do 
not fly away from them. I put on your side 
the scales all the good deeds you ever did, all 
the kind words you ever uttered; but on the 
other side the scales I put this weight which 
God says I must put there—on the other side 
the scales and opposite to yoursI put this 
weight: ‘By the deeds of the law shall no 
flosh living be justified.’””, Weighed and found 

ranting. 

Still, the balances of the sanctuary are sus- 
peuded and we are ready to weigh any who 
come. Whoshall be the next? Well, hereis 
a formalist. Hecomes and he gets into the 
balances, and as he getsin I see that all his 
religion is in genuflexions and in outward ob- 
servanees. Ashe gets into the scales [say: 
“What is that you have in this pocket?” 
“Oh!” he says, “that is Westininster assembly 
catechism.” I say: “Very geod. Wéaat 
have you in the other pocket?” 
he says, “that is the Heideiberg cate- 
chism.” -‘*Very good. What is that vou have 
under your ari, standing in this balance of 
the sanctuary?” “Oh!’’ he says, “‘that is a 
church record.” ‘‘Very good. What are 
those books on your side the balances?’ “Ob!” 
he says, “those are ‘Calvin’s Institutes.’”’ 
‘My brother, we are not weighing books; we 
are weighing you. It cannot be that you are 
depending for your salvation upon your ortho 
doxy. Do you not know that the creeds 
and the forms of religion are merely 
the scaffolding for the building? Yoa 
certainly are net going to wis take 
the scaffolding for the temple? Do you 
not know that men have gone to perdition with 
a catechism in their pocket?’? “But,’’ says 
the man, “I cross myself often.’ “Ath! that 
will notsave you.” “But,” says the ruan, “I 
am sympathetic for the poor.’’ **That will not 
Save you.”’ Saysthe man, “[ sat at the coin 
munion table.” *“Lhat will not save you.” 
“But,” says the man, ‘i have had my name 
on the church record.’’ “‘Tbat will not save 
you.” “But I have been a professor of relizion 
forty years.” **That will not save you. Stand 
there on your side the balances and I will give 
you the advantage-—I will let you have all the 
creeds, all the church records, all the Chris 
tian conventions that were ever held, all the 
communion tables that were ever built on your 
side the balances. On the other side the bal- 
ances I must put what God says I must put 
there. I put this million pound weight on the 
other sideahe balances. “Having the iorm of 
godliness, but denying the power thereof, 
From such tarn away.’ Weighed and found 
Wanting! 

Still the balances are suspended. Are there 
any others who would like to be weighed or 
who will be weighed? Yes; bere comes a 
worldling. Hegets into the scales. I can 
very easily see what his whole life is made up 
of. Stocks, dividends, percentages, ‘‘buyer 
ten days,” ‘buyer thirty days.” Get in, my 
friend, get into these balances and be weighed — 
weighed for this life, and weighed for the life 
tocome. He gets in. 1 find that the two 
great questions in his life are, ““How cheaply 
can I buy these goods?” and “‘Ilow dearly can 
lsell them?’’ I find he admires heaven be- 
cause it is a land of gold, and money must be 
‘‘easy.”’ 

I tind from talking with him that religion 
and the Sabbath are an interruption, a vulgar 
interruption, and he hopes on the way to 
church to drum up a new customer! All the 
week he has been weighing fruits, weighing 
meats, weighing ice, weighing coals, weighing 
confections, weighing worldly and perishable 
commodities, not realizing the fact that he 
himself has been weighed. On your side the 
balances, O, ‘worldling! I will give you full 
advantage. I puton yonr side ali the bank- 
ing houses, all the storehouses, all the cargoes, 
all the insurance companies, ail the factories, 
allthe silver, all the gold, all the money 
vaults, all the safe deposits—all on your side. 
But it does not add one ounce, for at the very 
moment we are congratulating yeu on your 
fine house and upon your princely income, 
God and the angels are writing in regard to 
your soul: ‘* Weighed and found wanting!” 

But L must go faster and speak of the final 
scrutiny. The fact is, my friends, we are 
moving on amid astounding realities. These 


pulses which now are drumming the march of 
life may, after a while, calia halt. We walk 
| on a air hung bridge over chasms. All around 
us aré dangers lurking ready to spring on us 
from ambush. We lie down at night, not 
knowing whether we shall arise in the morn- 
ing. Westart out for our occupations, not 
knowing whether we shall come back. Crowns 
being burnished for thy brow or bolis torged 
for thy prison. Angels cf light ready to shout 


Down will go the sins | 


at thy deliverance, or tiends of darkness 
| stretching out skeleton hands to pull thee 
' down into ruin consummate. Suddenly the 
' judgment will be here. The angel with one 
| foot on the sea and the other foot on the land, 
| willswear by him that liveth forever and 

ever that time shall be no _ longer: 
' “Behold, He cometh with clouds, and 
every eye shall see Him.’ Hark to 
the jarring of the mountains. Why, that is 
the setting down of the scales, the balances, 
And then there is a fiash as from a cloud, but 
itis the glitter of the shining balances, and 
they are hoisted, and all nations are to be 
weighed. The unforgiven get iu on this side 
the balances. They may have weighed them- 
selyes and pronounced a flattering decision. 
The world may have weighed them and pro- 
nounced them moral. Now they are being 
weighed in God’s balances—the balances that 
can make no mistake. All the property gone, 
al} the titles Of distinction gone. ali the 
worldly success gone ; there is a soul, absolutely 
nothing but a soul, an immortal sout, a never 
dying soul, a soul stripped of all worldly ad- 
vantages, a soul—on one side the scales. On 
the other side the balances are wasted Sab- 
baths, disregarded sermons, ten thousand op- 


portunities of mercy and pardon that were cast 
aside. They are on the other side the scales, 
and there God stands, and in the presence of 
men and devils, cherubim and archangel, he 
announces while groaning earthquake, and 
crackling conflagration and judgment trumpet, 
and everlasting storm repeat it: *‘ Weighed in 
the balance, and found wanting.”’ 

But, say some who are Christians: ‘‘Cer- 
tainly you don’t mean to say that we will have 
to get into the balances? Our sing are all par- 


doned, our title to heaven issecure, Certainly 


ou are not going pe usin the balances ?’’ 
‘es, my brother. We must all appear beforo 
the judgment seat of Christ, and on that day 
you are certainly going to be weighed. 

O, follower of Christ! you get into the bal- 
ances. The bell of the judgment is ringing. 


You must getintothe balances. You get in | 


on this side. _On the other side the balances 
we will placé all the opportunities of good 
which you did not improve, all the attaixn— 
ments in piety which you might have had, but 
which you refused to take. We place them all 
on the other side. They go down, aud your 
soulrises in the scale. You cannot weigh 
against all those imperfections. 

Well, then, we must give you the advantage, 
andon yourside the scales we will place all 
the good deeds you have ever done, and all 
the kind words you haveever uttered. Too 
light yet! Well, we must put on your side all 
the consecrations of gour life, all the holiness 
of your life, all the prayers of your life, all the 
faith of your Christian life. Too light yet! 
Come, mighty men of the past, and get in on 
that side the scales. Come, Peyson, and Dod- 
dridge, and Baxter. get in on that side the 
scales and makethem come down, that this 
righteous one may be saved. They come and 
they get in the scales. Too light yet! Come, 
the martyrs, the Latimers, the Wickliffes, the 
men who suffered at the stake for Christ. Get 
in-on this side the Christian’s balances, and 
see if youcannot help him weigh it aright, 
They come and get in. Too light! Come, 
angels of God on high. Let not the righteous 
perish with the wicked. They get in on this 
side the balances. Too light yet! 

I put on this side the balances all the scep- 
ters of light, all the thrones of power, all the 
crowns of glory. Toolight yet. But just at 
that point, Jesus, the Son of God, comes up 
to the balances, and he puts one of his sonered 
feet on your side, and the balances begin to 
tremble from top to bottom. Then he puts 
both of his scarred feet on the balances, and 
the Christian’s side comes down with a stroke 
that sets all the bells of heaven ringing. 
That Rock of Ages heavier than any other 
weight. 

But says the Christian: ‘‘Am I to be als 
lowed to get off so easily?’’ Yes. If fsome 
one should come and put on the other side the 
scales all your imperfections, all your envies, 
all your jealiousies, all your inconsistencies of 
life, they would not budge the seales with 
Christ on your side the scales. Go free! There 
is no condemnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus. Chains broken, prison houses 
opened, sins pardoned. Go free! Weighed 
in the balances, and nothing, nothing wanted. 

Oh! whata glorious hope. Wiil you accept 
it this day? Christ making up for what you 
lack, Christthe atonement forall your sins. 
Who wiil accept him? Will not this whole 
audience say: ‘‘I am insufficient, 1 am a sin- 
ner. lam lost by reason of my transgressions. 
but Christ has paid it all. My Lord, and my 
God, my life, my pardon, my heaven. Lord 
Jesus, I hail thee.’’ Oh! if you could only 
understand the worth of that sacrifice which I 
have represented to you under a figure—if you 
could understand the worth of that sacrifice, 
this whole audience would this moment ac- 
cept Christ and be saved. 

We go away off, or back into history, to get 
some illustration by which we may set forth 
what Christ has done for us. We need not go 
so far. I saw a vehicle behind a runaway 
horse dashing through the street, a mother and 
hertwo children in the carriage. The horse 
dashed along as though to hurl them to death, 
and a mounted policeman with a shout clear- 
ing the way, andthe horse at full run, at- 
tempted to seize those runaway horses and to 
save a calamity, when his own horse fell and 
rolled over him. Hewas picked up half dead. 
Why were our sympathies sostirred? Because 
he was badly hurt, and hurt for others. But 
I tell you today of how Christ, the Son of 
God, onthe blood red horse of sacrifice came 
for our rescue, and rede down the sky and 
rode unto death for our rescue. Are not your 
hearts touched? That was a sacrifice for you 
and me. O thou who didst ride on the red 
horse of sacrifice! come this hour, and ride 
through this assemblage on the white horse of 
victory.

Mulls, of Sereven County, Wounded 
by a Eulley From Brannen’s Pistol, and 

\ Shoots the Lunatic in Self Defense. 

Frot@ the Savannah News, : 

Friday night was a bloody night in Screven 
county. Twomen were shot and one of them 
fatally’. When the news reached the quiet little 
village cf Sylvania, it was thrown into a fever 
vf excifement which was intensified when an 
ambniarce drove up in front of the office of 
County Physician Mimsa few minutes later 
with Shexiff Mills bleeding from a pistol shot 
wound in the head.  fhis_clothing was cut into 
shreds and eyery vestige of 1+ was soaked with 
blood. 

A few miles out from town ley the body of 
Ho Brannen, with a bullet hole through it. 
The dying man’s family sat around him in 
voking the vilest imprecations upon 


the head of Sheriff Mills, who fired the fatal | 


shot. 

Brannen was in Savannah a few days ago 
bristling with pistols, bowie knives and dirks, 
and carrying an old hammerless musket. While 
here he claimed to have come from Mathews’ 
Bluff, 5. C. 

OFFICERS AFTER HIM. 

Sheriff Mills has been trying to arrest the 
man and have him tried before the ordinary, 
and if adjudged a lunatic, have him sent to 
the asylum, but Brannen outgeneraled the of- 
licers. 

Sheriff Mills was in Savannah Thursday 
morning to arrest Brannon, whom he learned 
was here, but Brannen had left the city and 
goue to Outland. At Outland he 
pot off the train aud walked _ to 
his home, near the Savannah 
river and a few miles south of Sylvania. 
Sheriff Mins returned to Sylvania in the hope 
of hearing from Brannen soon, wien he would 
arrest him, Thursday night Brannen’s s80i 


notified the sheriff that his father was hauling | 
| clothes, and put on city airs, the country cous- 


the provender outot the fields of his neigh- 
bors, and the family wanted him sent to the 
asylum. 

Sheriff Mills at once deputized half adozen 
citizens to go with him to arrest Brannen. The 
otlicer wanted to take the man peaceably if 
possible, but he was apprebensive of trouble 
because Brannen had sent him message after 
message that he would kill him on sight if he 
ever tried to arrest him. The posse left Sheriff 
Mills’s house, a mile east of Sylvania, about 
four o'clock F riday afternoon, and reached the 
Rrannen neighborhood about six o'clock. 

THE SCENE OF THE SHOOTING. 

The posse drew up a short distance from the 
house and sent one of the men named Mock 
down to get Brannen outside. Mock disguised 
his voice sothat Brannen did not recognize 
him. He told Brannen that aman had lost 
his way and he had come for Brannen to put 
him right. Evidently Brannen suspected 
something, for he armed himself with a 44- 
caliber cavalry pistol and drove up the hill in 
his road cart. When hegot within ten paces 


of the party he recognized Sheriff Mills, who | 


sat in his buggy alone, and he whipped out the 
weapon and began firin He fired four shots 
successively, one of wh ch took effect in the 
otticer’s head. He wasin the act of firing the 
tifth shot when Sheriff Mills returned the fire. 
The first shot entered Brannen’s right side and 
passing through his right lung came out on the 
other side. 
FELL FROM HIS CART. 

Brannen tirew up his hands and fell from 
his cart. He attempted to get on his feet 
again, but staggered and fell heavily. All the 
time he clutched the weapon tight in his right 
hand, and in his death struggle several times 
tried to shoot the sheriff. The rapid firing 
brought Brannen’s family to the scene. They 
were armed with dirks. The wife of the 
wounded man had a piece of iron. KBrannen’s 
sons fought the sheritf and his posse madly. 
‘Lhey cut their clothing into shreda and 
wounded one or two of - e severely. Bran 
nen’s body was removed to his house by Dr. 
Mecvall, and Sheriff Mills was taken to Syl- 
Vania. 

After dressing the sheriff's wounds, County 


Physician Mims went out to Brannen and ren-+ 


dered what aid he could. The wound was fa- 
tal, though, the doctor said, and the wounded 
man could live only a few hours. 
SHERIFF MILLS’S WOUND NOT SERIOUS. 

Sheriff Mills’s wound is not a serious one. 
The ball eritered the skin over the right tem 
ple, but came out without fracturing the skull. 

Brannen-has been a farmer for many years 
and has always lived near Sylvania. Some 
years ago he gave his farm to his sons and 
went into politics. He was an unscrupulous 
politician and made many enemies. He was 
very bitter against everybody who did not agree 
with him. rom that time be has been un- 
balanced. He has been of so much annoyance 
to the farmers in the neighborbood in which 
he lived that they had him arrested, and he 
was sent to the assylum for a short time. Soon 
after he returned he began his old tricks, and 
has kept them up ever since. With it all he 
was a kleptomaniac and stole and destroyed 
everything he could get his hands on.

The reunion of the Howel family, at their 
old homestead, at Howe!l’s cross-roads, Chero- 
kea county, Ala., on the 27th instant, was one 
of the notable events of the week, all the sur- 
viving members of the family being present 
except one daughter.

Two Boy Murderers Hanged by Farmers in 
Colorado. 

Denver, September 1.—Reports come that 
the murderers of Larsen nnd Johnson at Jules- 
burg, on Sunday last, had been captured after 
a hard and desperate chase. They were last 
seen in camp by three farmers, who reported 
the fact to the Ogallala officers. When the 
murderers saw the farmers they fled. One of 
the men stood guard while the others rode 


| rapidly for assistance. 
They were captured and jailed, and it is re- 


ported this morning by trainmen that they 
were lyncled last night. It is certain that the 
excitement is at fever heat and that a large 
lynching party was lying low late last night 
will all the necessary ropes fora first-class 
lynching. A special this morning gives the 
following account of the capture: 
HOW THEY WERE CAPTURED. 

The corn fie!d in which the murderers took 
refuge is a long and comparatively narrow 
strip lyi ing immediately along the Piatt river. 
It was 7 p. m. when the messenger to Ogallala 
returned, accompanied by the ‘sheriff, a con- 
stable, and a citizens posse. 

Considerable time had been spent in inquiry 
and circling the cornfield from the outside, 
and the meninthe corn were known to be 
wellarmed and darkness was close at hand. 
The night passed with no alarm, and with the 
first glimmer of morning the sheriff was busy 
with, preparations of invasion. During the 
night every farmer for miles had been added 
posse, and it was decided to advance

| river bank was reached, and it was discovered 
| that the murderers had escaped. 


FLIGHT OF THE MURDERERS. 

A search upon the edge of the bluff revealed 
the ingenious mode of flight. On the edge of 
the precipitous bluff grew an exceptionally 
strong-stemmed and deep!y-rooted sage brush. 
About the stem of this brush was securely 
knotted an end of a rope made from the mur- 
derers’ clothing. The rope included ey ery 
stitch worn by the fieeing tramps, they going 
down the rope stark naked, swinging over the 
face of the bluff at the end of a thirty-foot 
rope. 

Once on the other side of the river, they 
made for the nearest farm house and _ terror- 
ized the inmates into furnishing them witha 
full outfit of clothing. 

They had gone biuta short distance beforo 
they were captured by the posse. Both of 
the murderers prov od to be little more than 
boys, one being 21 or 23 years of age and the 
other 20. The elder of the two has been iden 
tified as the mau who drew a revolver on the 
station agent at Sedgwick in the ineffectnal 
attempt to hold that official up on Sunday last.

WORK LAID OUT FOR CONGRESS. 


Many Important Measures Recommended by 
the Commercial Conference, 


SAN FrAncisco, Cal., September 1.—At the 
session of the commercial vonference today the 
committee having Incharge the report pre- 
sented yesterday on the encouragement of 
maritime commerce reported an amendment 
striking out all reference to free ships. ang in- 
serting a clause providing for the establish- 
ment of a permanent bureau of navigation, and 
urging congress to provide for the payment of 
a bounty to aW builders of vessels to be en 
gaged in foreign trade. The report, “with a 
proposition suggesting the adoption of the 
French bounty system, was unanimously 
adopted. 

The report favoring the Pacific Ocean cable 
was submitted and also adopted. The report 
of the committee on coast defense, together 
with a resolution urging congress to put all the 
harbors and rivers of the Pacific coast in thor- 
ough condition of defense, also favoring a prope- 
osition to keep Mare Island navy yard in full 
working order at all times, and to establish 
additional navy yards in the northern coast 
was adopted. <A report favoring the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal was adopted. 

The next subject under consideration was 
railroad traftic. The committee appointed to 
obtain the views of Chairman Cooley, of the 
interstate commerce commission, made a re- 
port. Chairman Cooley stated that the custom 
of allowing the transit of bonded cars into for- 
eign territory. was permitted by the treasury 
department and not authorized by statute. He 
agreed there was inequality in the policy which 
places the American railroads at a disadvan- 
tage in competition with Canadian roads, 
which, while prohibiting the carrying of mer- 
chandise betweeu American ports by sea by 
foreign vessels, allowed transportation of goods 
by rail between domestic cities by arailway 
outside of the jurisdiction of the United States. 
The committee appointed to consider the ap- 
piication of the interstate commerce law to the 
carrying of the Canadian Pacitic railread or 
the abolition of the bonding system presented 


| two long reports. 


The majority report declare that the aboli- 
tion of the bonding system is a matter which 
should rest with congress, where international! 
matters may be adjusted without interruption 
to the existing friendly national and commer- 
cial relations; it therefore deems it unwise 
time to urge congressional action in this 
direction. 

The minority report favors the abolition of 
the law granting to foreign railways the privi- 
lege of carrying “domestic goods between do- 
mestic points. Resolutions were presented to 
the conference setting fourth that the clause 
in the interstate commerce law relating to 
long and short hauls works to the permanent 
disadvantage of the Pacific coast, and appeal- 
ing to congress to inodify or repeal that clause.

Strange to say, he 
is being opposed by a country weekly, the 
Abbeville Age, on the ground that he is 
connected with the volunteer soldiery of whe 


state. 

The Mobile Register comes gallantly to 
Colonel Jones’s rescue in the following 
editorial: 

As for Colonel Jones’s candidacy, we areof the 
opinion that he is not at all “handicapped” by his 
connection with the state troops. The fact that he 
has done his duty in a military capacity will cause 
ecnsible men toadmireand respect him. | He has 
mot been put forward cs a military candidate. 
Some of the military will support him, and others 


will support other candidates. 

The state troops of Alabama are a credit to the 
state, and should beits p:ide. Their importance to 
the commonwealth is recognized by all thinking 
men. Every state in the union has a military 
force, and the greater the state the larger the force is. 
Our state military have ever responded cheerfully 
to the call of duty. A fling is made by the Ageat the 
troops that were sent to Lamar county recently. 
They did all they were called upon to do, and only 
returned home when informed that no further serv- 
ice was required of them. pe 

But those who cultivate the soil are probably 
meant by the term ‘“‘horny handed.” Why should 
they be prejudiced against the military? We don’t 
believe that many of them are. The farmers of 
Lowndes county found state troops very useful in 
quelling a disturbance not long ago. The people of 
the black belt assert that they regard them as a 
great safeguard. The farmers of Wilcox county 
have aided in raising a cavalry company which is 
hard to beat. In fact, a large portion of the state 
troops are from other localitics tpan the large cities 
of the state. 

If the Age can bring nothing else against Colonel 
Jonesthan his connection with the state troops it 
cannot in the least harm his candidacy. The dem- 
ocrats of Alabama when they nominate a candi- 
date for governor are not affected by silly and un- 
reasonabie prejudices. 

Mr. Gould’s Little Game. 

With the exception of Corporal Tanner, 
Brother John Wanamaker, the posmaster 
general, is probably the biggest man in this 
country today. His ten cent counters in 
Philadelphia made him notorious years ago, 
and now heis reaching out for what he 
conceives to be a more substantial slice of 
fame. 

What Brother Wanamaker wants to do is 
to hitch the Western Union corporation to 
the government car, and while leaving it in 
its present hands, to utilize it asa part of 
the postal system. This is a very fine 
scheme indeed, and does credit to the two 
for-a-nicke] sagacity of the great Philadel- 
phia retailer. 

The plan which Brother Wanamaker has 
discussed with Jay Gould and Dr. Norvin 
Green is to utilize the free delivery system 
for the collection and distribution of tele- 
graph messages, and the telegraph com- 
pany, in return forthe increased business 
that would result from this scheme, is to 
send messages at a reduced rate. 

The Philadelphia papers, with an alacrity 
that hints of the rural regions, are giving 
Brother Wanamaker great credit for this 
remarkable proposition; but as Brother 
Wanamaker was at Saratoga recently in 
conference with Jay Gould, we take it for 
granted that the little brunette of Wall 
street has gone down into a barrel with Mr. 
Harrison’s excellent postmaster general. 


Tanner on Top. 

Recently at Milwaukee the Grand Army 
of the Republic, or rather the republican 
politicians connected with that body, made 
a tremendous hurrah over Corporal Tanner 
on account of the fine style in which he is 
disposing of the surplus. 

He was made the target of a set of resolu- 
tions, im Which he was described with more 
or less clearness as the king bee of the re- 
publican hive. That the corporal enjoyed 
his distinction is undoubted, for he imme- 
fliately faced his admirers, opened his mouth 
and proceeded to put his footin it, 

He ups and remarks, as we used to say in 
Georgia, that the widows of soldiers have in 
many instances bartered their virtue to re- 
tain their pension. Naturally enough this 
phocked such of the Grand Army men as 
are notin the business for revenue only or 


‘for politics, and Tanner was compelled by 


the pressure of both business and comment 
to leave town on an early train. 

Tanner has publicly boasted a number of 
times that he told President Harrison to go 
about his business. If there is any decency 
or honesty left in the republican party it 
should assert itself by demandingthat Tan- 
mer be sent about his business. He is a dis- 
grace not only tothe republican party, but 
to the country. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending last Friday 
evening, the total receipts have reached 
27,709 bales, against 6,532 bales last week 
and 1,406 bales the previous week, and 1,005 
bales three weeks since. : 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
17,948 bales, of which 16,492 were to Great 
Britain, 876 to France and 580 to the rest 
of the continent, The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 298,500 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 18,005 bales, including 13,941 
for export, and 4,064 for consumption. 

‘Fhe imports into continental ports this 
week have been 9,000 bales. Thisis a de- 
prease in the cotton in sight of 49,562 bales 
as compared with the same date of 1888, a 
flecrease of 583,932 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887 and a de- 
crease of 242,562 bales as compared with 
1886. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week seventy-eight bales, and 
ere 7,466 bales less than at the same period 
: The receipts at the same towns 
hay¢ been 1,359 bales more than the same 
week last year. 

Although the receipts at the outperts the 
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past week were 27,709 bales, the actual 
movement from plantations was 29,229 
bales, 'the balance going to increase the 
stocks at the interior towns. Last year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 22,803 bales and for 1887 they 


were 39,846 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in cotton 
for future delivery at the has been less active 
and the August option has declined sharply, while 
Other months have shown a moderate apprecia- 
tion. On Monday rather heavy sales of August for 
long account, a fall in Liverpool, an advanee in the 
rates for ocean freight room, and selling by the 
south caused a general decline, which was espe- 
cially marked in August. But the weekly report of 
the signal service to the effect that damage has 
been done to the crop by boll worms and caterpil- 
lars, together with the announcement of large 
sales for export and a steadily diminishing stock 
here, caused some covering, and the closing prices 
were slightly higher for some of the later options. 

On Tuesday August and September options were 
lower and later months a little higher. There was 
a further decline in Liverpool and a renewal of the 
liquidation in August here. Prices were irregular 
on Wednesday. August wasten points higher on 
Thursday, owing t0 a demand from shorts, and 
other options advanced moderately, but there was 
a reaction before the close. 

Friday there was an advance, owing partly to a 
rise in Liverpool, where there is a good trade re- 
ported, partly due to buying ot September for for- 
eign ‘‘long’”’ accountgnd also by shorts, and partly 
to fears of a scarcity of cotton in New York in Sep- 
tember by reason of the large exports to Liverpool, 
where prices are sufficiently high to attract immedi- 
ateshipments, September being at a marked pres 
mium over the lateroptions. | 

The aggregate trading in New York was not large 
and the receiptsat ihe ports were unexpectedly 
liberal, Cotton on the spot has shown nochange, 
and has been in the main steady or firm, the close 
being quiet at 1134c, for middling uplands. 

The Chronicle’s reports by telegraph indi- 
cate a -continuance of quite favorable 
weather conditions during the week. 
While caterpillars and boll worms have ap- 
peared in a number of districts they have, 
as a rule, done little damage as yet. Pick- 
ing is becoming general and makes excel- 
lent progress. A correspondent at Vicks- 
burg represents the outlook in the. Yazoo 


delta to be very promising. 


Danger to the Cotton Crop. 

The wet weathcr is becoming to be a very 
serious matter to the cotton planters of 
Georgia. A 

It is true that not mnch injury has been 
done thus far; the cotton plant is a recuper- 
ative weed, and is not affected by any 
reasonable amount of rain or shine; but in 
the south the crop has reached what may be 
termed the critical period. 

We hear reports on all sides of the 
dreaded worm. This enemy may be suc- 
cessfully fought with Paris green, but even 
a successful campaign against the insect is 
a costly one, and its appeasancein so many 
different districts is not a happy sign. 

These reports are not by any means ex- 
aggerated, for they come from disinterested 
and impartial sources, but it is to be hoped 
that some fortunate change of the season 
will intervene to rid the planter of the dan- 
gerous pests that now threaten the cotton 
crop from South Carolina to Texas.

STOLE A GIRL AND KILLED A MAN. 


A Lively Chase After the Desperado—Sur- 
rounded in a Canon, 

Los ANGELES, Cal., August 28. —[Special.]— 
There is great excitement at San Juan Capistrino 
over the kidnapping of a young girl named Marie 
Hobona by the noted bandit Sylvester Morales. 
The girl is seventeen years of age and was faken 
from her home, Morales was seen carrying her off 
on horseback, and a vigorous pursuit was organ- 
ized, The bandit’s horse gave out and he entered 
the stable of Henry Charles, one of the wealthiest 
men in the county, intending to steal a horse. 
Charles was in the stable and was shot dead. The 
father of the girl abducted by Morales accompanied 
the cfficers to the scene of the murder to endeayor 
to find some trace of his daughter. He said the girl 
had never scen Morales until last Wednesday night, 
when he came to the house at San Dieguito, thirty 
miles north or San Diego, and entered the 
house, where she was in bed. He drew a six-shooter 
and compelled her to dres#, mount the horse and 
ride away with him. On Thursday afternoon 
Morales rode to the door of a store in Vista, San 
Diego county, leaving the girl and thejhorse while 
he. bought crackers aud sardines, Friday they 
were seen going towards San Juan, and were chased 
by Officer? Webber, who captured one horse‘and the 
girt’s clothing. 

No further the bandit’s where- 
abouts was found until Sunday after~ 
noon, when Morales rode through San 
Fernando, several miles north ofthe scene of the 
Saturday tragedy.

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A Mountain Electric Rallway. 
From the Levant Herald. 

One of the most interesting achievements in 
modern engineering isthe electric moun‘ain rail- 
way recently opened tothe public atthe Burgen- 
stock, near Lucerne, The rails describe one grand 
curve formed upon an angle of 112 degrees, and the 
systein issuch that the journey is made as steadily 
and smoothly as upon any of the straight funicular 
lines, The Burgenstock is almost perpendicular— 
from the shore of Lake Lucerne the Burgenstock 
is 1,330 feet, and it is 2,800 feet above 
the level of the séa. The total Iength 
of the line is 938 meters, and it commences witha 
gradient of 32 percent., which is increased to 58 
per cent. after the first 400 meters, this being main- 
tained for the rest of the journey. A*single pair of 
rails is used throughout, and the motive power, elec- 
tricity, is generated by two dynamos, each of twene 
ty-five horse power, which are worked by a water 
wheel of nominally 125 horse power, erected upon 
the river Aar at its mouth at Buochs, three miles 
away, the electric current being conducted by 
means of insulated copper wires. The loss in trans. 
mission is estimated at 25 per cent.

“Roach, and was a member of the Barrett party 


which sailed from New York the twentieth of 
June. 

She is 4 close observer, and her letters, which 
were not intended for publication, but were 
written to her family, show that she has made 
the most of her trip. These letters have been 
read with a great deal of interest, and imme 
diately on her arrival a reporter called upon 
Miss Roach and asked about her trip. 

‘Our party left New York on the steamer 
‘Gilbert,’”’ she replied, ‘and after a very 
pleasant and interesting voyage of twelve 
days arrived at Hamburg.” 

*‘Didn’t you get seasick ?”’ 

“Iam happy tosay I didn’t, though of course 
there were somo on board who did. There was 
nothing tomar the pleasure of our voyage 
either going or coming and we received spleu- 
did accommodations and attention,”’ 

ON GERMAN SOIL. 

“Did you remain long in Hamburg ?” 

“No longer than was necessary to see the 
points of interest about the city. Wetook in 

heart galleries and saw a great many beau ti 
ful paintings, and from there we went by 
steamer to Copenhagen. This was a lovely 
trip. *The fare on the steamer was the best I 
ever sawinallourtour. There were dishes 
that I never saw or dreamed of before. Then 
at Lubeck we were regaled with some of the 
world-famed Lubeck almond paste. Tourists 
never leave without trying it and our guide 
got it for us asa matter of course.’’ 

THE MELANCHOLY DANE. , 

“A place that interested me greatly was 
Elsinor, the home of Hamlet. It is a very 
picturesque old castle, but -a great deal 
of its romance is destroyed by the fact that it 
is used as some kindof a government build- 
ing. They keep it in good order, however, 
and tourists are always welcome to go through 
and examine the home of the melancholy 
Dane. 

“From there we went to Gotebin, and by 
Christiana to the North Cape, stopping at 
Nordland. For fourteen days and nights it 
was one long day. Weturned day into night, 
and went to bed about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon and slept till ll at night. At one time I 
saw Thursday and Friday at the same time. 
I would look over to the Lobden islands, 
where it was three minutes to twelve, and at 
the place where our boat was standing it was 
one minute after twelve. While there the 
emperor’s ship passed by us, but he camea 
little too late and missed the sight. He turned 
about and went back, and on the way raised 
his giass to take a look at us.

When he recognized the American flag which 
we were flying he bowed and saluted us, and 
we returned it with an extra flourish. 

**At Stockholm there are a number of beau - 
tiful palaces, but none are as handsome as oth- 
ers I visited further south. The Grand hotel, 
though, at which our party stopped, is about 
the handsomest l ever saw, and well deserves 
itsname. Itfacesthe seashore, and at night 
the city is illuminated with beautiful colored 
lights, which have an enchanting effect on the 
whole. 

“The voyage through the gulf of Finland to 
St. Petersburg was not near so rough as we 
expected, and I really enjoyed it. 

ST. PETERSBURG. 

‘“T went through St. Isaac’s church, which 
is a most magnificent structure. It is built 
with pillars of bronze, with exquisite decora- 
tions of mosaics and jewels, aad has 
an altar of pure gold iniaid with 
gems. It is simply grand, and then 
the Greek religion struck me as being 
peculiarly devout, but 1 found .out that the 
worshippers are not really so reverent as they 
appear,for they will steal almost anything they 
lay hold of. There are no seats in the church, 
and norank is recognized. The poor stand 
side by side with the rich, and ali are on the 
same footing. I saw poor women burning 
candles before their favorite altar, who looked 
as though they were barely wble to exist, yet 
they kept a candle always burning. Then the 
singing—its melody sinks any grand cpera into 
insignificance. ‘The voices of the men were 
pertectly splendid, and their chants were 
something never to be forgotten. 

THE CZAR’S PALACKE. 

“We visited the church where the czar was 
assassinated and the grave of Catharine. 
Tsarskoeselo, the czar’s castle, which was 
built by Peter the Great, but which the pres- 
ent owner never visits, is very handsome. One 
room is made of pure amber set with gems, 
and another is of silverand gold. There we 
saw the bed on which Alexander the Great 
breathed his last, and also his boots, which 
were very ordinary, and patched at the heel. 

“An amusing incident happened when we 
were being shown through the castle. Before 
Catharine died she became very large, and 
had to be rolled about on a chair. One of the 
ladies in our party, when the guide stepped 
away, tried to sit down in the chair, but to her 
surprise it rolled from beneath her, much to 
our amusement. 

A DRUNK GUIDE 

“While we were there the celebration of 
the czarina’s birthday was held. Our guide 
got drank, and, in trying to take us to a place 
where wé could see the czar as he passed in 
the precession, took us to the wrong street and 
we inissed it. a 

“The Kremlin at Moscow interested me 
very much. All around are evidences of 
Napoleon’s visit, and on the walls are cannons 
captured from him. I went through the 
palace, and on the coronation platform in the 
reception hall I saw the only real cloth of gold 
‘-]1 ever beheld. It was magnificent, and it 
would be impossible to describe the grandeur 
of the palace. The floor of one of the churches 
inthe Krenilin is of pure jasper, and it is said 
there are enough jewels in another to liquidate 
the debt of Russia. 

A RUSSIAN CUSTOM. 

“The droskies, or what we call cabs, are the 
queerest things I é6ver saw. They are just 
large enough to accommodate one good sized 
person besides the driver, but it is customary 
for the young fellows to take their girls to ride 
in them, and on these occasions they put their 
arm around her waist. Tourists don’t gener- 
ally follow this, though, and on that account 
the people look after them in surprise when 
they go by. 

“Think of paying twenty-five thousand 
dollars for one panelinacoach! That’s what 
Catherine the Great did, and there’s no 
telling what the whole carriage cost. 

‘From Moscow we went to Warsaw, Vienna, 
Berlin and back to Hambuag, our starting 
point. There we took the ‘Columbia,’ and in 
six days cighteen hours and twenty minutes 
after starting we landed in New York, 

‘The ‘Columbia’ is about the finest steamer 
atioat. She cost a million dollars, and it costs 
a small fortune to run her each trip, but they 
make up for it in the prices they charge.”

The triennial conclave of the grand en- 
campment of Knights Templar of the United 
States in Washington, D.C., next month, is 
attracting the attention of the Atlanta 
knights just now, and they are putting in full 
time drilling. - 

Georgia will send up a big delegation. 


just returned from Washington, where he went 
to arrange for the Georgia delegation. He 
comes back thoroughly enthused and can talk 
of nothing but the conclave. 

“You see,” he says, “this conclave will be 
the most important, and at the same time, 
most interesting ever held on this continent. 
You know it is the highest legislative body of 
the oidar. We have some very importautjmat- 
ters toconsiderand the discussions will _bring 
out our ablest talent, and that means some of 
the most distinguished statesmen in the coun- 
try. You can rest assured that the proceedings 
of this grand conclave will be a rare treat.” 

“Will there be a large attendance ?”’ 

“The largest, no doubt, that ever occurred 
inthe world. The order is very large, intelli - 


especially west, north and east. It is also ina 
flourishing condition soutn, but the war, of 
course, checked its growth some. This con- 
clave being so important and held atthe na- 
tional capital, will cause an immense turn 
out of the order.” 

‘How many ?”’ 

‘*That is hard to tell. When I was engaging 
quarters for my command there had been 17,000 
knights quartered up to that time. Idonot know 
how many have been quartered since, or will 
be yet, but no doubt more than that number. 
Then add to that the large and numerous 
commanderies of Washington, Baitimore, 
Philadelphia, Alexandria, Va., and many 
other smailer cities and towns near Washing- 
ton which are so accessible as to not need 
quarters, and it will make up a large number. 
It is thought by the best informed that there 
will be at least 40,000 or 50,000 knights formed 
on Pennsylvania evenue for that grand 
parade.”’ 

“That many in your sphendid uniforms will 
make a magnificent sight.’’ 

“Tndeed it will, and when you consider, too, 
the grand array of beautiful banners and any 
number of the grandest bands of music, with 
the grand oflicers and. their staffs mounted 
at the head of each division, marching 
along that magnificent avenue, it will bea 
sightseldom witnessed in the history of this 
order.”’ 

‘‘How many divisions will there be ?”’ 

‘‘I donot know exactly, but there are twelve 
provided forup tothis time. Eminent Sir 
Myron M. Parker, of Washington, assisted by 
his chief of staff, Eminent Sir Har- 
rison Dingman, also of Washington, 
will be in command,. and you may be 
sure with two such able Sir Knights at 
the head, and their able staff, everything will 
be admirably managed. Various Sir Knights 
whom Chief Marshal Parker selects will com- 
mand the divisions and Georgia has 
been favored with two of the most importaut 
positions in the command. I will be there as 
commander of the tenth division, and Emi- 
nent Sir E. 8. Wiley, of Macon as one of the 
aides-d¢-camp on the chief marshal’s staff.’’ 

“What organizations comprise your divi 
sion ?2’ 

“South Carolina commandery No. 1, of 
Charleston, 8S. C. 

‘The grand commandery of Georgia and all 
subordinate commanderies of Georgia. 

“The grand commandery of Alabama and 
all subordinate commanderies of Alabama. 

“The grand commandery of Louisiana and 
all subordinate commanderies of Louisiana. 

‘*The grand commandery of Missouri and al 
subordinate commanderies of Missouri.’’ 

‘Do you anticipate a large attendance from 
Georgia?” 

“A fair one—I think about 175 or 200 
knights and thirty or forty ladies. We will] 
leave about the oth of October in a speciai 
solid train of vestibuled ears, with dining and 
baggage cars for our exclusive use, and run on 
special schedule to suit our convenience. The 
entire train, engine and all, will be hand- 
somely decorated, and we will go into Wash 
ington with fiying colors. Upon onr arrival we 
will be met at the depot by an escort of 
Washington knights witha band. Then we 
will have a detachment to attend the ladies in 
carriages, while the sir knights will be formed 
in battalion, in full uniform, and march up 
Pennsylvania avenue to Sixteenth street, 
thence to I street to the headquarters, which 
adjoin the Arlington hotel. Our quarters are 
excellent. The house is kept by Miss Nellie 
O’Keef and her sister, Mrs. Plumer. I con- 
tracted for the two elegant four story build- 
ings for our use, and to quarter ourselves in 
them as we choose. We are only a block from 
the white houre; are near tho principal hotels, 
headquarters and line of march. We could 
not have selected more convenient or pleasant 
quarters.” 

‘What will the trip cost?” 

‘That depends upon what one may wish to 
make it cost. 
fare for the round trip. From Atlanta, for in- 
stance, it is 817.50 for railroad fare, $4 each 
way for a whole berth, or $2 each when par- 
ties double. The hotel bill will be $12 per per- 
son for four days. Meals on the road need not 
costmuch. The entertainments will be on the 
grandest scale ever known. I will have apro- 
gramme of them shortly.

General Forrest was an ignorant man (in tho 


pense of the schools) and perhaps had never 


heard of Alexander, Scipio or Hannibal, yet 


__ from his rough personal experience in war he

Sherman’ pronounced him ‘“‘the 
exelty. leaderon either side.” The 
J with the answer General 
st m: de to the courier who rode up in 
iless haste to announce: ‘General, the 
‘‘Then,’’ replied 
the general, “that puts us in their rear.” 
True enough, but no one had ever thought of 
it before. 

The “old reb’’ (to the Avalanche reporter) 


continued : 
“In one sense his personal daring wasa fault 


in him as a commander, for his life was too 
precious to be risked on every occasion, but it 
served him as it served Skobeleff. He led his 
men always. and that man would be the most 
arrant coward on earth who wouldn’t follow 
sucha leader. Forrest’s face would fairly 
blaze as he rode out to the head of the column, 
and when he drew his sabre aud lifted -his 
charger forward, he was the Spirit of War on 
emeenCk. Iie was personally, as well as in 
military genius, the first man in the army. 

His menu ‘not only knew that he was taking 
every chauce they did, but they had implicit 
confidence in his ability to do whatever he 
undertook. He would never have led me into 
a fight as Pickett did at Gettysburg and left 
them to get out the best way they could. Old 
Bedford always made the way himself; and 
whenover he wes in command of a rear guard 
the enemy never crowded him that they were 
not sorry of it. He had the dash of a grey- 
His 


mind was clearest and his judgment most 


* correct in the face of a sudden und unexpected 


danger. His decision was taken. on the 
moment, and he acted with equal quickness, 
Nothing chafed him so much as delay in the 
execution of his orders, and the ojfticer who 
was responsible for it had to make a mighty 
clear sho wing. He would break acolone! as 
quick as he w vould order a private to the guard- 
house. Nothing jess than absolute obedience 
would suit him, and he did not think a coward 
had avy righttolive. The sight of him in 
action was an inspiration; it made heroes of 
the brave and shamed skulkers back to their 
duty. He did not draw the love of his men as 
Cleburne did, but they had an awful respect 
for him, and thonght him incapable of making 
amistake. ‘They would have followed him to 
the bottomless pit with the firm belief that he 
could lick old Satan single-handed, if 


necessary. 

“Wouid he have been the better for a 
military education? Idoubtit. He might 
then have started into the war so hampered 
with precedents and rules and gimcracks that 
his originality would have been practicaliy 
—_ It was his ability ‘to decide. instantly 

on the right thing to be done, not less than 
h s vigor in the execution of his plans, that 
made him great. It was instinct backed up 
with any amount of horse sease and the 
influence of a born master of men. His 
epitome of the art of war—to ‘git there first 
with the most men’—is not equaled in pith by 
any axiom attributed to any other commander 
in history. It comprises in seven short words 
the practice of the great Napoleon. And 
Forrest lived up to his theory. In every one 
of his fights he was outnumbered, yet he 
always handled his men so as to be stronger 
than the enemy at the point of attack. No 
wonder the yankee commanders excused their 
defeats at his hands by giving him a much 
larger force than he really bad. The fury of 
his onset naturally magnified his numbers in 
the estimation of the fellows he rit. Forrest 
was the genius of the war.’

Twice during the day his wife called 
forhimto come home, “but he quieted her. As 
she had beenin the habtt since the murder of 
trying toinduce har husband to remain at home 
with her little altention was paid to her entreaties.
